HIE decision of the 
annual conference of

Congress to expel from 
sessions the representative 
of the “Bantu World” was 
oth unwise and ur eal- 
culated to do Congress any 
good. 

In our view Congress has 
reason to eel that the 
“Bantu World” has not 
been particularly sympathe- 
tic to the movement's ideals 
jn recent years. But this 
does not mean that criticism 
of Congeess pol 
sarily means hostility to 
the movement itself.

The Rule Of The Whites 


AVE we white people the right 

and semi-primitive peoples— 
my experience has been gathered 
among such only? No, if we only 
want to rule over them and draw 
material advantage from their country. 
Yes, if we seriously desire to educate 
them and help them to att 
condition of well-being. If there were 
any sort of possibility that these 
peoples could live really by and for 
themselves, we could leave them t6 
themselves, But as things are, the 
world trade which has reached them 
isa fact against which both we and 
they are powerless. They have 
already through it lost their freedom, 
Their economic and social relations 
are shaken by it, An inevitable de- 
velopment brought it about that the 
the weapons and money which commerce placed at thei disposal, rc 
duced the mass of the natives to servitude and turned them into slaves who had to 
work for the export of trade to make a few select people rich. It sometimes hap- 
pened too that,’as in the days of the slave wade, the people themselves became 
merchandise, nd were exchanged for money, lead, gun-powder, tobacco, and 
brandy. In view of the state of things produced by world trade there can be no 
question with these peoples of real independence, but only whether it is better for 
them to be delivered over to the mercies, tender or otherwise, of rapacious native 























tyrants or to be governed by officials of European states. 


‘That of those who were commissioned to carry out in our name the seizure of 
our colonial territories many were guilty of injustice, violence, and eruelty as bad 
as these ofthe native chiefs, and ao brought on our heads a load of guilt, is only 
too true. Nor of the sins committed aguinst the natives today must anything be 
suppressed or whitewashed. But willingness to give these primitive and semi- 
Primitive people of our colonies an independence which would inevitably end in 
enslavement to their fellows, is no way of making up for our failure to treat then 
Propéily. Our only possible course is to exercise for the benefit of the natives 
the power we actually possess, and thus provide a moral justification for it

‘The non-White 
peoples see in the pattern 
of partnership they have 
had to date something de- 
signed to bolster White 
domination, It is for the 
White ruling minority to 
prove by admitting the man 
of colour into full partner-

It is true that the Party has 
not as yet been subjected 
to the ruthless persecution 
which has been the lot of 
purely non-White organisa- 
tions. But no Liberal— 
Black or White — who 
knows his South Africa 
doubts, for 2 moment that 
when it suits the race supre- 
macists they will persecute* 
it as ruthlessly as they have 
persecuted the African N: 
tional Congress, fore:

Against this background

Union Vartiament 
opened the South African 
Bureau of Racial Aflairs 
met at Port Elizabeth to 
discuss the Indian in South 
Africa, As is known, 
SABRA isan organisation 
sponsored by the advocates 
of apartheid, Its intention, 
among other things, is to 
present apartheid fu some- 
thing like a scienlific form 
for purposes of convincing 
the people of South Afriea 
that apartheid is the only 
way out for this country. 








‘The deliberations of the 
conference referred to above 
were characterised, not by 
an earnest endeavour to find 
‘a solution to what has been 
erroneously called the In- 
dian problem. The learned 
men of SABRA devoted a 
lot of their time to propa- 
gandistic attacks on the In- 
dian and in so doing showed 
not only how lamentably il 

equipped they are for lead- 
ing a multi-racial commu- 
nity but also that they have 
missed one fundamental 
reality of South African 
nationhood — that South 
Africa is a mixed nation, 

ee the SABRA out. 
bursts against the Indian, 
Dr. Donges has joined in 
the attacks on the Indians, 











‘The world is being told 
that the Indian is unassimi 
able; that he has not made 
a contribution to the wel- 
fare of the country propor- 
Wonate with the benefits he 
has seaped; that he is a fifth 

“column; that he ought to be 
sent back to India, 


Let us take the first 
charge—of being unassimi 
able, ‘This mean’ that the 
Indigu has refused to broad- 
en his outlook or change it 
tu conform to the demands 
of living in a society based 
on western ideals, For an 
individual to be assimilated 
into a particular environ- 
ment certain prerequisites 
are necessary. One of the 
most important of these is 
education, ‘The Indian can 
reply, with every show of 
reason, that he has set an 
example of a community 
eager to conform to West- 
ern standards and if he has 
not succeeded everywhere 
thas not been for lack of 
determination. All sorts of 
barriers have been set up 
on his way by the very 
rulers who accuse him of 
not learning their ways, In- 
dian schools are notoriously 
overcrowded and nade? 
quate im spite of a small 
minority’s tly heroic 
efforts (0 do all in its power 
for the education of its 
children. 

But this is not the whole 
story. The Indian has done 
alot to show his desire to 
conform {0 the ways of 
iving of his country of 
adoption, {ndian children 
Speak more English than 
their own languages in the 
urban ‘areas. If there is a 
community in danger of 
losing its languages the 
Indian can claim to live 
under that danger. He has 
not withdrawn his children 
from school just because of 
this—for the simple reason 
that he wants them to be 
good South Africans; even 
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to the point of adopting one 
of South Africa’s official 
languages as their own, 
What greater proof of In- 
dian goodwill does the 
whiteman want thon this 
sacrifice on the part of the 
Indian? ‘This alone should 
make the charge of un- 
assimilability meaningless. 
But the White ruler is 
ina very convenient posi- 
tion. He has the power to 
bar the Indian's progress 
towards assimilation and 
then turn round to. blane 
the Indian for being slowed 
dowa by the barriers, It is 
neither clever nor smart. 
Judging by the fact that 
the Indian is only a very 
small minority of the tiation, 
he has reason to be proud 
that he is not behind any 
other section in his. contri 
butions. Where he has not 
been able to do more it is 
because barriers have been 
placed in his way by the 
rulers, 
‘The real significance here 
of this charge is that it is 
designed to throw a wedge 
between’ the African and 
the Indian se that the form- 
er should exert the pressure 
of his numbers to help in 
the process of squeezing 
out the Indian. Fortunate: 
ly, the African is not a fool 
On the other hand, 
might be as well for the 
Indian community to take

The Congress Party session has been dominated by 
the theme of the country's economic development, with 
almost all other issues including International affairs and 
problems of reorganising boundaries of state, given 
second place. 





Mr. Nehru again dominated the session and held 
attention as no other speaker did. 





Military pacts and especially South East Asia Treaty 
Organisation and Baghdad Middle East Defence Pact 
were attacked on grounds that they caused tension and 
did not promote peace. : 

Mr. Nehru told the meeting ealier that India was 
showing the world a new way of achieving an Industeial 
revolution, He said that India’s Communists and some 
Socialists had not realised the significance of this new 
way and were “imprisoned in the cage of their narrow 
doctrinaire thinking which had hardly any relation to the 
present day in India." 





Mr, Nehru stressed the importance of the country's 
second five year plan, which begins on ‘April 1st and 
referred to emphasis on Basic Industries so that India 
would be self- reliant—Sapa-Reuter

‘To be 
genuine, convincing and 
permanent, such friendship 
must rest firmly on the con- 
vietion that the African is 
as good or bad a human 
being as the Indian is, 
Secondly, the Indian must 
at all times guard against 
the danger of rousing sec- 
tional passions in any group 
against any other.

We are now at the end of 
the series of moves whereby 
the Nationalists have tried 
to take South Africa to- 
wards an Afrikaner dictator 
“ship. They are not very 
far feoni their goal now. 














‘This fact alone constitutes 
a challenge to every good 
South African, Why should 
South Attica become a dic- 
tatorship against the will of 
the majority of its people? 
Why should the overwhelm- 





ing majority of the nation— 
Black and White—allow 
themselves to become the 
plaything of a mere handful 
of political adventurers? 





‘The answer is simple. 
South Africa is going to 
become a dictatorship be- 
cause the overwhelming 
majority of the White people 
o not mind living in a dic 
tatorship where they are 
herreavolk. All along, 
South Africa has been a 
paradise for the person with 

in.. Things have 
changed now, The White 
skin no longer entitles one 
to privilege. What matters 
now is what one thinks; 
what one believes. 












For our part, this is an 
extremely healthy develop- 
ment, It shows that the 
nation is getting well to 
maturity. People are be- 
ginning to examine situa- 
tions objectively and allow 
themselves to be guided by 
the teuth and no longer by 
the frothings of irrespon- 
le, race-hating potitigians, 
In their assessment of the 
teath, very. many Whit 
South Afticans realise now 
that race, blood and colour 
are very dangerous unifying 
factors. 


But this is not enough. 
Merely to see in blood, 
race and colour dangerous 
evils incites to extremism 
on the side of the ruling 
minority. They will re- 
sort to more irresponsible 
courses—the Senate Act is 
4 Gase in point—in attempts 
to frighten the rebellious 
White into tocing the racial- 
fst line, No mistake muse 
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be made here, ‘The Na- 
nalists will not stop mess~ 
ing things before they have 
either been thrown ovt of 
power or civil war has 
broken out between one 
section of thie White com- 
munity and the other. 








People wedded to wicked 
ideas of the type embraced 
by the Nationalists begin 
to see reason only after 
catastrophe and not before. 
In these circumstances the 
Nationalists, whether they 
realise it or not, work for 
the ultimate destruction of 
South Africa, No mistake 
must be made here, Given 
the choice between a South 
Africa in which race equal- 
ity was a reality and de~ 
struction, the true National- 
ist would sooner see 
self destroyed, Nationalist 
spokesmen have said it time 
and again, right in Parl 
ment that a Black man 
would enter Parliament over 
their dead bodies, This is 
the temper from which 
emanates all the evils the 
country suffers from  to- 
day. 














This is the evil attitude 
which hovers around Par. 
Hiament to-day. This evil 
threatens not only the Black 
man; it threatens every 
Whiteman who is a demo- 
erat, 





In these circumstances 
both the Black and the 
White democrats are called 
upon to reevaluate afresh 
their positions, The com- 
mon threat to them both 
requires that they should 
regroup their forces for pur- 
poses of pooling their r 
sources if the apartheid 
madness is ever to be 
stopped, What goes on in 
Parliament is a clear indi- 
cation that the White demo- 
erat is as much in danger 
as the man of colour. Sal- 
vation for both lies in stand- 
ing together, through thick: 
and thin in unyielding re- 
sistance to aparthe! 
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In a special sense we 
have to thank apartheid for 
having created situations 
where democrats on both 
sides of the colour line 
could see their position in 
the light of the common 
threats to their very beings. 
Itis for them to learn the 
lesson of history—that sal- 
vation for those who are 
threatened together lies 
only in their presenting a 
united front against apart- 
heid,

OTH ‘Die Burger’ 
B and the Prime Min- 

Jster have been at 
pains in the tecent months 
to emphasise that apartheid 
must not be viewed as hos- 
tlle to the man of colour. 
‘Die Burger’ fas been 
urging the Nationalists to 
behave in a way which 
would convince the non- 
European and the foreigner 
that apartheid is/ friendly 
and is well-intentioned to- 
wards the man of colour. 

Good South Africanism 
means a readiness to see 
good in the others when it 
shows up. If ‘Die Burger’ 
and the Prime Minister 
want "us to -believe that 
apartheid is good for us 
they must also be willing to 
answer one or two questions 
toallay our worst fears. 

In the first place the man 
of colour has a personality 
created in the image of 
God fike that of the Afri- 
er. He has the duty to 
develop it to the best of bis 
ability, To do that he 
needs to be free in mind, 
body and soul. ‘This means 
that he must have an effec: 
tive say in the making of 
the laws which influence his 
life; it means the recogni- 
tion of the right of the non: 
European to determine his 
fovure. 

In practical terms it 
meais that creation in the 
image of God endows the 














equal eapacity to achieve, 
({fthis is denied it could be 
argued that sometimes the 
personality reveals God in 
an inferior form—a proposi- 
tion every Chiristian would 


regard as absurd.) But re- 
cognition of the non-Euro- 
pean’s equal potential to 
achieve involves accepting 
to non-European as an 
equal. ‘This is the acid 
test by which t0 determine 
whether or not apartheid or 
any other ideology is fiend- 
ly oF hostile, 

Up to now apartheid 
has distinguished itself in 
the direction of breaking 
promisesand solemn pledges 
made jo the man of colour 
and placing stumbling- 
blocks to his progress and 

ing gangster methods to 
tying to distort the free 
growth of the Afriean’s per- 
sonality by giving his. child 
tam edueation fit only for a 
slave. Does ‘Die Burger’ 
and the Prime Minister 
really wish to be taken 
seriously against the back- 
ground of these develop- 
ments? 

Then, there is the ele- 
ment of compulsion which 
is the comerstone of apart- 
hieid. If apartheid means 
good by the non-Enropean 
why-does it think so over 
whelmingly in terms of 
coercing the non-European 
to do this and tha? It 
seems to us this will 10 
coerce expresses the quality 
of the mind behind apart- 
hid; itis a rejection of the 
truth that the man of colour 
has a sacred personali 

There are only wo real 
solutions to the race prob- 
Jem: complete terri 
separation and complete i 
tegration of the ences i 
one society, 

Complete territorial sepa- 
ration entails thé creation 
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ofa sovereign independent 
state for the man of colour, 
free to enter into diplo- 
matic relations with foreign 
powers. It entails, in the 
end, the complete with- 
drawal “of African labour 
from the Union's industries, 
agriculture and homes. Bi 
above everything, it entails 
rejecting the African as a 
partner and involves driving 
him straight to the hands 
of those who would see. the 
world divided into two 
racial camps. , 

We must not deceive our- 
selves here. [fsucha state 
were ever to be set up, 
quite naturally by its very 
selfish nature apartheid 
would give the man of col- 
bur a smaller portion of the 
land. The White majority 
would remain with all that 
is good, Such a state can 
be founded only on an in- 
justice since the man of 
colour would not choose 
what is to belong to him, 
This injustice would give 
the African or non-White 
state a vested intergst 
dedicating itself to fina! 
declaring war on WI 
South Africa to ight the 
wrong on which the non- 
White dtate would have 
been founded. 

There are very many 
people outside South Africa 
and inside who would like 
to see war declared on a 
colour-conscious South 
Africa. For our part, quite 
Irankly we think the world 
would be a better place 
minus those who hate the 
fellowmen because of their 
colour, But the Afrikaner 
is only a tiny minority in 
South Africa and stands 
alone in the world. Why 
should he, as a human be- 
ing, be allowed to destroy 
himself and deprive the 
world of the good he could 
contribute if he found his 
proper place in a mul 
racial society ? 

The other solution is 
complete integration of the 
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races in a common society 
with no colour bar. This 
would mean that sovereign 
independence would be 
shared, The Whiteman 
would no longer be the 
ruler, By the very fact of 
numbers he would be a 
iniuority group. In a col 

ty this 
ict dise

pletely integrated society, 
colour would no longer be 
consideration, Merit would 
bbe the important thing. 

In such a society policies 
would be determined not by 
the majority vf the il 
coloured buit by the majority 
of the like-minded regard- 
less of race or colour. 

‘The really important 
thing is what would happen 
during the period of transi- 
tion to an integrated society 
how the races could live 
and work together in a way 
not to endanger each other's 
future. Dut that is a prob- 
em for mutual agreement; 
for discussion in a conven- 
tion of the races, 

In our view the risks 
taken with the ideal of an 
integrated society based on 
equality are less than those 
entailed in the apartheid- 
ist approach, Apartheid, 
whether positive or practical 
is the steaight road to civil 
strife and war. The African 
will aot remain the White- 
man’s economic slave for- 
ever, He is in revolt 
already, The-State spends 
millions of pounds every 
year to build up a stronger 
and stronger Police force. 
‘The Police are no longer 
merely an arm of the fa 
in so far as the African is 
concerned they are an army 
of occupation. No race of 
men has ever remained con- 
tented with being dictated 
to by an army of occupation,

attempt to enter into the affairs of the African National Congress which 
are therein so openly discussed. In fact the matters referred to by Mr. Ngubane 
seem to me so much a domestic matter that 1am frankly surprised that he has 
chosen the columns ol the press to air his views—not that 1 dispute his right to 
do so because of course Congiess is an organization which makes open and public 
peal, so it must expect to receive free criticism. Still when it comes to dealing 
with questions of control 1 would have thought that for members of Congress (and 
I understand Mr. Ngubane is 2 member) the annual conference is the place 
for argument, and the place where the right kind of committee can be 
lected. ; 

However, as I wrote above, Iam not really concerned with the affairs of 
Congress so long as it is a sectional body. And it is this seeftonal ruterest” which 
have set me thinking. No one reading the story of political and economic struggle 
a South Africa, as they affect all the people, can be blind to the fact’ that it was 
inevitable that sectional organizations should arise. Even if there had been uni: 
versal franchise there would still have been room for societies concentrating on 
this or that section of the general public, In all probability this need will remain 
for several generations yet. But the fundamental question is: What are they all 
diming at, is there a common national programme, or are there as many pros 
grammes as organizations? >

No doubt there are varieties of programmes, but do not groups of societies 
with more oF less similar programmes for their prospective groups constitute a 
common programme for the whole? 

Ifthere is such common interest one may well ask whether the Congress 
movernent, as it has taken root in diflerent sections of the community, docs not 
Sequal a Common Cause. . I venture to say that that is the case, and that the cause

looking towards "World Citizenship.” In the path of attainment there will be 
many variations citused by the differing conditions under which the several groups 
at present live, and for this reason there cannot at this stage be any question of 
dissolving those sectional bodies which have struggled through mafy-years, and 
are to-day the spearhead for progress in each particular group. Dut where is the 
overall, unifying influence?

NE of the fist things to capture the imagination of a visitor coming to 

marbelled structure of the U.N.O. more popularly known here as the 
Palais des Nations. As we acquaint ourselves more with the surroundings and 
the people we become more conscious of the reason for the word Geneva being 
synonymous with international. 








This metropolis has fully justified its name as the Playground of Europe, 
endowed as it is with a natural beauty quite unique in itself, In the centre of the 
ty is the lake of Geneva into which flows the river Rhone.

Bordering as it does on France, Switzerland has certainly not been unaffected 
by the proximity of its neighbour, ‘This is particularly evident in Geneva, where 
French is spoken freely, and where there is ample evidence of other cultural ties 
between the two countries, The wide clean streets, the numerous open ait cafes 
and the gay nature of the people have earned for this city the name of “Perit 
Paris.”

Worthy of mention is the inception, a short while ago, of the Indian Asso- 
ciation of Geneva, an organisation which, though still in its infant stage, has a 
meritorious record of achievement, The primary aim of this body is to promote 
Indo-Swiss cultural relations, and this is being done through the medium of films, 
ectures and classes in Hindi. All Hindu festivals are observed, and celebrated 
with nearly as much pomp and glory as in India. Another of the functions of the 
Association is the welcoming of distinguished personalities, among whom it has 
been our privilege to meet His Excellency Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, Moulana K. 
Azad and Mr. Krishna Menon, to mention only a few.

India were, 
floundering, done almost everything to insure the success 
‘Of this protest (the Negroes prefer not to call it a boy- 
cou), They have intimidated the Negroes, even with 
“olence, and have harassed the car-pools. ‘They even 
dicted almost 109 leaders, including two dozen preach- 
ers, on an old state law against conspiracy to boycott, 
But whatever the white city commissioners do seems only 
to result in a new unity, a new fearlessness on the part of 
the Negeo community and its leaders. Gandhi is not 





only walking the streets of Montgomery, but a New 
Negro and, as one writer insisted, his slouch has become 
a strut, 





Just how Gandhian is the Montgomery protest? Not 
only was Mrs. Park's original refusal to move on that 
huge yellow bus a spontaneous reaction on her part, but 
the whole protest movement itself seems from what I can 
determine, also spontaneous, Although Dr. Martin 
Luther King, Jr the young leader of the protest, told 
me that he knew of Gandhi when studying in theological 
school, he certainly cannot be considered a full-blown 
Gandhian, But the leadership of the Montgomery pro- 
test soon discovered that what they were doing was what 
Gandhi did in South Afriea and India. They naturally 
stumbled upon Gandhian attitudes and techniques used 
more recently'in the defiance campaign in South Africa 
in 1952 and in the mass Satyagraha in Portuguese Goa 
in 19: % 

The Negro leaders in Montgomery repeatedly em- 
phasize’ that they don't hate-anybody—the bus company, 
the city commissioners, of the white community in Mont- 
gomery. But they say they are just going te avoid the 
buses until their grievances are met. They don’t even 
hate those who have used violence against them, The 














leaders warn their own people not to use violence, 
although there were reports of some violence against the 
buses on the very first day of the protest. Love and 
non-violence are the cornerstones of this movement— 
and fearlessness follows. Also, as with Gandhi himself,

FEW weeks ago 


that one of the things they 
would do to oppose the 
drift to a republic would be 
to resort to passive resist- 
ance, We were delighted 
to read this in the Press be- 
cause, among other things, 
it means that these people 
are beginning to see a little 
more reason. ! 

Te had always seemed 
odd to us that a small 
minority in the White’ com- 
munity could hope to ‘stop 
the march to a republic 
merely by shouting against 
itand making threats which 
did not mean much. But 
when they talk of non- 
violent resistance, they are 
getting to ground of quite 
2 different sort, 

They are discovering that 
apartheid is the sort of evil 
to defeat which you have to 
fight with your whole being 
and be ready to give up 
_ your whole being.~ 

But this alone is not 
enough. Bebind the re- 
publican threat is a set of 
values which threaten all 
who do not think as the 
apartheiders do. Ifthe re- 
public comes about, thi 
mean that those values 
jposed on all, without 
regard “for their race or 
colour. These are the 
values which have reduced 
the African to ihe position 
of Shelot in South Africa, 
‘These arc the values which 
justify the economic stran- 
gulation of the Indian for 
purposes of driving him 
out of the country, These 











are the values which have 
reduced the English speak 
ing citizen to the status of 
second-class citizen. 





In other words the threat 
behind the republic is a 
mind which will destroy 
South Africa, Because t 
mind is dangerous to ail 
who do not think apartheid 
has the monopoly of virtue, 
it is not enough for the 
anti-republicans, ‘who con- 
stitute a small minority of 
the population, to regard 
the anti republican fight as 
amatter for White people 
only. As we have said, 
values of life cherished by 
Black, White and Brown 
“Gre being challenged by the 
republicans. No minority, 
no matter how determined 
or how White, has any hope 
of success. in defending 
them. ~ 

‘On the other hand, since 
these values of personal 
liberty and the rule of law 
are embraced by the major- 
iy of the population, the 
anti-republicans would-fight 
with brighter prospects of 
winning if they bad on their 
side the vast majority. who 
see salvation for themselves 
in the triumph of these 
values.

Gandhi, Jesus And Colonialism

N the ‘Peace News’ of London, October 28, 1955, Mr. Peter De Morny writes 
I that in spite of Gandhiji's selltessness and lack of any personal ambition “he 











hhad not outgrown nationalistic ambition and used his Satyagraha or ‘Truth- 
power for the express purpose of ridding his country of the foreign raj." 
This statement discloses a ‘gross misunderstanding of Gandhiji’s approach, 





Satyagraha serves a double purpose. Gandhi's ambition was universal release. 
from bondage. It was to release the oppressors as well as the victims. ‘The 
oppressors were under the bondage of selfishness and greed, 


Releasing The British 

By bringing about a change of heart in them his ambition was to release the 
British from the wrong position into which material avarice had held them, 9a 
under avice. Such a change in the British would give them a right attitude 
towards the rest ofthe human family and they on their own, would withdraw 
from a false position, This, we trust, is what has happened, 

Had the British been driven out of India by violence with superior arms, the 
aftermath would have bred hatred and ill-feeling, But our expe 
there is mutual good will and friendliness between Indians and Britishers, as a 
result of our gaining our independence through Satyagraha. 

On the other hand, every nation should be able to make its special contri- 
bution to the family of universal brotherhood and fulfil its God-given mission, 

Te can only do s0 if it had freedom to hold its head erect and express self in 
Xs own way. Colénialism is inimical to serve this purpose, To shake oneself 
free from such a crushing burden is one's duty to oneself, ‘This cannot be con. 
strued into a narrow nationalism which is completely foreign to Gandhiji's nature, 

We trust Mr. De Morny will appreciate this dual function of Satyagraha and 
note its superiority over one-sided “victory” brought about by violence. 

Again, we feel, Mr. De Morny’s reference to Jesus and Caesar is based on a 
misconception of the oft-quoted cryptic statement, “Rerider unto Caesar the things 
that are Caesar's and unto God the things that are God's" This text is usually 
used by States to justify their exactions and accepted as the final word by the 
prelates of the church.

dice this love not only by pr 
cept but by indicating the proce 
tice of those living examples of 
the goed-nature, the Perfect Man 
fall the world faiths: Jesus of 
Nazareth for the Christian, 
Gautama, for the Buddhist, Ma- 
taviea for the Jain, and so ba, 
These are the models to which 
the seeker of the good may con 
stantly turn, like the sculptor, in 
order to fashion his own character 
intheir likeness.

‘This power of good assimilated 
by the mind to traasform the 
ordinary man into a saint, and to

‘Me. Manilat Gandhi passed. 
on at 10.45 2m. on Thursday, 
Sth Apel. 

Shortly before he died T was 
sent to fetch the doctor. When I 
got back about ten minutes later 
bee had expired; the body was 
sul warm, His skin was always 
fender and smooth to the touch 
and naturally beautiful. He lay 
his usual sleeping posture on 
the bigh hospital bed, his bead 
resting on the pillow. My mother 
and sister together with some 
of the staff, stood near him, 
silently sobbing. T knew I was 
oolate, His lips were tightly 
tealed and his eyes closed 
exernal repose. 














‘As the news spread in. Durban 
many frieads began to pour in. 

We kept vigil uatil the time of 
the funeral: whic was aeranged 
forthe same day after much con~ 
eoversy. So serene was the face 
andt0 mellow the halo of the 
div.ne lighe that was kept near the 
head that is seemed almost eacri~ 
ligfous to grieve or to fear death. 
Hymos were sung and prayers 
chiated during that time. 


‘The moment to bathe the body 
inaccordance with the religious 
rites, was unbearably poignant, 
butt had to be done. With the 
elp of few intimate friends and 
tchafves we carried father offthe 
bed and laid him on 2 mat on 

















the north. Whilst undressing bim 





toe memories of my associa 
with him flashed through my 
rmind,and I could contain mysell 
olonger. Those knees, those 
tuands, with the fingers in charac 
temsitic pose, those feet were all 
there intact. How difficale it 
war to resist the thought (0 
* have the body embalmed. Bur 
Tkoew it was absurd to think 
jnthat manues. At the comple- 
tiogof the religious rites be was 
Tia cloth ad 
jet with 2 white 
“Gandhi” cap. We laid him on 2 
white Kbadi sheet and decorated 
thesurroundiags with flowers and 








religious lamps, Thereafter the 
singing of bymos and the ebant- 
ing of prayers was resumed, 


Séveral people of all nationali- 
ties from far and neat came to 
Pay their last resprcts to the 
departed soul 





‘The hearse arrived at 4 pm 
Father was placed ia the coffin 
and brought out into the yard to 
sive the Africas neighbours ‘who 
bad congeegated outside, an 
opportunity to pay their homage. 
‘A prayer was said before the 
fuperal procession began. A coo 
voy of approximately 50 cars 
followed the hearse which was 
led by two trafic policemen on 
motor eylees. 








We reached the Cato Manor 
Crematorium at precisely 5.40 
‘Pam.to find a big crowd pathered 
there, despite the ‘sudden notice 
of the funeral which people ex- 
pected would be held the follow. 
ng day. 


Before entering the precincts 
ofthe Crematorium two cocoa: 
nuts were offered and a short 
prayer was said both inside and 
out. After the prayers inside 
many promizent personalities of 
all communities paid their tribute 
aod prayed that the departed 
soul may rest ia peace, 








Prior to the cremation Ghee 
was poured into the coffia‘and 
chips of sandle wood was put oa 
top of the igcited camphor 
which was placed on father's 
chest. During this ceremony 1 
had tosummen all my eseeny 10 
beep.courage and avaid breaking 
down and weeping, Even to this 
day when the sight fleets past my 
mind's eye it becomes dificult 
{o restrain the flow of tears. 
When the coffin was wherled 
imo the fornace 1 bad to 
tur away a T could bear it 
no longer. We were called the 
net morning to collect the ashes, 
A-short ceremony, when milk was 
offered preceded. ‘The ashes 
were taken 0 the Blue Lagoon 
and were immersed into the sea,

‘The railway budget, tov, showed clearly the crippling lack of, man-power and 
I that our country is suffering from. The Union hasn't £2,000,0000 10 
spend on the Reserves, let alone a sum one hundred times as great. 

(2) From its record this Government is more efficient at taking a penny- 
worth of mills from a starving African schoo! child than at spending a penny on it. 

{a) The Atricans of South Africa won't give up their claim to full citizenshi 
in their homeland, the Union, and to fair shares in its national income, not even in 
exchange for an equal economy. .This is their home. How much less will they 
it up for a few factories in the eroding reserves ? 

‘This report is ridiculously academic and unrealistic, and for the following 
reasons: (:) Let £200 m. be spent,in the Reserves. Pound for pound it won'e 
produce nearly as much as money invested in the ordinary course of events, be- 
cause (a) the Union's capital was invested in the most paying areas of South 
Africa, Gold mines can't walk to the Reserves. (b) The Union's transport sys- 
tem has already taken shape, and can't be distorted without immense capital 
penditure. (c) The Union's capital was largely invested at a time when British 
influence in South Africa was strong. ‘This meant business-like methods in com- 
rieree, and efficiency in the State service, That time is past, (2) The Africans 
in the Reserves are the most backward of the Union's Afticans. They wouldn't 
know how to invest £200m. And ifyou send White technicians to help them, 
where is your apartheid? 

(2) Either these “Native States" will have political power, or they won't, If 
they won't, chen they will remain subordinated to Pretoria, ruled by a hostile 
White electorate, as at present, Why spend £200 m. on ‘No Change? If they

Against this. background 
we can very well under- 
stand why English opinion 
is excited at the reality of 2 
phenomenon taking a firm, 
bold and defiant stand 
against Afrikaner National- 
ism.

But there are two, grave 
limitations which must’ be 
borne in mind. ly, 
the quality of the ideals 
preached by the mystery 
radio are catastrophically 
narrow. ‘The appeal is so 
far to the English-speaking. 
English nationalism is be. 
ing encouraged as an alter- 
native to Afrikaner national- 
ism, Here the mystery 
radio fails to grasp an essen- 
tial fundamental in South 
African politics—that the 
source of all our racial 
troubles is the conflict of 
values in this country and 
definitely not the clash of 
colour as many have been 
led to believe. By friling 
to take appropriate note 
of this fundamental the 
mystery radio has tied its 
own hands and made itself 
the tool of its .enemics, 

That has been the bane of 
anti-nationalist_ movements 
in the English-speaking 
section of the nation. 

We have reached the 
point where the lesson must 
be learnt that there is no 
room for group exclusive: 
ness of group nationalism 
in the life of the South 
African nation. Group 
tionalisms are mutually 
antagonistic. 

‘The Affican has had to 
learn the bitter and hard 
way that there is no room 
for group exclusiveness in 
South Africs. The Indian 
too is learning that bitter 
lesson. Obviously the En- 
glish-speaking are, because 
of their colour, taking a 
Jong time to learn it. They 
thinks their colour is a bet- 
ter guarantee of survival 
than civilised values ot life, 
We pray earnestly that they 
realise their error in time 
but ace grieved that the 
tone of the mystery radio 
so far confirms our worst 
fears. 

There is asecond limita- 
tion, ‘The ideals advocated 
by the mystery radio appeal 
only to a minority of the

population, Supposing, 
purely for argument’s. sal 
the English were in the end 
worked up into a pitch of 
resistance where they could 
take a firm stan 
 Afrittaner nationalism, what 
chances of success do they 
stand ‘since they are only 
the third smallest minority 
group? 

If the English-speaking 
really mean (0 defend the 
Commonwealth connection 
they should throw the col- 
our bar out of their lives, 
link up with the non-White 
majority and from there 
march straight against Afri 
kaner nationalism sure of 
to things: that the quality 
of their ideals is sound and 
that to this advantage they 
have added the decisive 
numbers of the non-Euro- 
pean, Otherwise they are 
just playing marbles. 

Although the mystery 
radio pontifieates. thunder- 
ously of the foregoing. limi- 
tations we doubt very much 
if the Nationalists will be 
shaken beyond a certain 
Point and no farther. 

In these circumstances 
we regard as a permissibly 
realistic interpretation the 
view that it would nor be 
wholly unfair to the mystery 
radio to regard it, for the 
time being, as | another 
‘Torch Commando.

GROUP AREAS CONFERENCE 


(FROM OUR POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT ) 


ANoTHER chapter has been added to the history of the 
oppressed peoples of South Africa. A conference con- 
vened by the Natal Indian Congress was held in Durban 
on the 5th and 6th of May, 1956, to discuss the different 
aspects and implications of the Group Areas Act. 


Papers were presented by ex-Chief A. 4, Luthuli, President General 
African National Congress, Dr. S. Cooppan Ph.D, Dr. G. M. Naicker, 
President Natal Indian Congress, the Transvaal Indian Congress and Mrs, 
J. Arenstein, 2 European Democrat. 





Labour M.P. Speaks Out 

Mr. Leo Lovell, Labour Member of Parliament, in his personal capacity 
opened the conference with an inspiring speech delivered from a democratic 
platform “Fortunately for its’ white protagonists in the Nationalist Party, the 
Group Areas Act was passed about 309 years too Inte. For if it had been one of 
the laws of the Dutch East India Company. it might have had the eflect of con- 
fining Europeans to the South-western tip of the Cape of Good Hope, leaving the 
rest of South Aries for occupation and ownership by its coloured or non-White 
inbabitants.” said Mr. Lovell, 

Mr. Lovell continued, "it is important to remember, however, that the mix- 
ture of the pattern was more often than not inspired if not instigated by European 
initiative It was in this fashion that Africans were tempted or coerced from their 
ibal reserves into the so called European areas and Indians came to live in Natal, 
‘Thus by themselves on the one hand advancing and infilterating into all areas of 
South Africa and on the other by establishing an economy which made incessant 
demands on the labour of non-Europeans, the Europeans broke down the natural 
boundaries of segregation which had hitherto existed between the various colour 
groups. And thus has developed at an ever-growing pace what (contrary to 
popular belief) may well be termed the traditional way of lite in South Africa viz 
racial integration.” He went on to say, “I want to say a word or two about the 

npact of these laws on the mind» of the average Eurupean (I exclude the racial 
fanatics and bigots whose pressure has caused them to be enacted) lost Eure 
peans are quite unaffected personally by tnese measures and those who are, are 
well able to exert sufficient influence to escape their worst consequences.” 

Mr, Lovell concluded his address with the words. “it is because 1 believed 
that it would reveal the detailed features of this misshappen child of Apartheid 
that I welcomed the invitation to open this conference. I wish those who have 
come well. Maj your labours bring relief to those who suffer.”

IIE real. significance 
T of the Bill now be- 

fore the House of 
Commons to outlaw the 
colour bar in Britain lies 
not so much in the fact that 
Britain is at last realising 
‘the need for a positive de- 
claration of wa against race 
prejudice within her own 
borders as in its jbeing a 
realistic awakening to the 
fact that the days of White 
domination in the world are 
numbered, 
_. There was always some- 
thing ironic in the fact that 
whereas Britain had learnt 
how to retreat gracefully be- 
fore the storms of awakened 
nati it her colonies; 
that is, she had learnt that 
there is wisdom in accept- 
ing the man of colour as 
an equal, the British Isles 
adhered to certain forms of 
the colour bar. 

‘The British colour bar 
was quite different from 
the South American or 
South Africda types. The 
State'did not,/as in South 
Africa, insist on an environ- 
ment where the man of 
colour would forever re- 
mai the inferior of the 
Whiteman. Rather, it was 
left to the individual sitiven 
to have the colour if he 
chose. Ina democracy, it 
is theoretically proper that 
the citizen should be free to 
live as he thinks best as 
long as he does not do 
harm to his fellow citizens, 
As long as the men of col- 
our in Asia and Africa were

‘The rise of the new 
powers of Asia and Africa 
has created a world

qualified insult. To stick 
to it is to invite their hos- 
tility. And no country in 
its senses can afford to 
ignore the sensibilities of 
the peoples of Asia and 
Africa today. Britain, which 
is noted for its sanity in 
most things, realises that it 
weakens her position tre- 
mendously in the non 
White world if she ean be 
counted among those who 
are hostile to the man of 
colouir. The anti-colour bar 
Bill is, from this perspec: 
tive, a friendly gesture to 
the non-White peoples. 

But to see it only from 
this perspective would be 
to miss its real significance, 
To usin South Africa the 
Bill is a clear warning to 
the apartheiders that they 
need no longer vount very 
much on British support for 
theie wicked attitude on the 
race question, It is a warn.

HE ‘Star reports that ore than 100 graduates of 

the University of the Witwraersrand have signed a 
petition calling for a special general meeting of Convoca- 
tion at which a motion on non-segregation in the Univer- 
sity can be discussed.

But having made this im- 
portant concession we must 
turn to the African side as 
well, Fur generations the 
Altic the tenitories 
under discussion have been 
under foreign rule, ‘Their 
land was taken away from 
them and, wa very large 
extent, even their liberty. 
Britain did not show any 
particular enthusiasm to de- 
velop these territories for 
the good of the Africans to 
the ‘same estent that she 
worked to advance what 
were very largely White 
interests. 

‘As ‘a result of this not 
one of the countries in the 
Central African Federation 
has a really first-class edu- 
cational system for its Alri- 
can people, For years all 
three of them sent their

In these circumstance it 
was inevitable that when 
the ideal of partnership was 
dangled before the Africans, 
they should receive it with 
mixed feelings.

HE African Magazine 
"Drum" recently pub- 
lished a report by 


one of its reporters on the 
detention camp at French- 
dale where Africans in the 
bad books of the apartheid 
overlords are kept. The 
revelation to the world of 
the existence of such an 
institution seems to have 
upset the Union Govern- 
ment very badly. So much 
so that there has! been a 
spate of denials of the 
existence of a concentra. 
tion camp, 





People everywhere ask 
themselves: What is the 
real position in these camps? 
In the first place it would 
not be strictly correct to 
call them — concentration 
camps—certainly not in the 
sense in which they are 
known to be run in Nazi 
Germany, They have cer- 
tain things in common wit 
the Nazi- institutions and 
to these we shall return 
shortly. 











These camps do exist in 
South Africa where pol 
tical prisoniers, very largely, 
are detained. The system 
of detention is not as rigid 
as‘it was at Belsen. ‘Those 
who like arc free to bring 
along their families. There 
are no systematic murders 
as were found in Germany. 
There are no large con- 
sentrations of populations 
inside these camps. To the 
extent that this is the case, 
itis not proper to speak of 
Concentration camps as yet. 














But the real issue is not 
whether or not Jarge num- 
bers of people are locked 


up in any one camp, It is 
whether or not large nu 

bers of people, whose poli 
tical activities the powers 
that be dislike, are denied 
their liberty and locked up

The American board set out to estabe 
lish a school where'the intention was to develop the 
fall man; where the personality of Mail ‘was evaluated 
nterms of race but in terms of its potentialt 
In other words the individual was regarded as an end 
in himself and the development of his latent powers to 
the greatest attainable point of perfection the finest act 
of service to God, 

Te was inevitable that where the intention was to 
develop the full man the creative forces in the <\ficin's 
Personality would be released .and men and women 
would be produced whose record of performance and 
achievements would shatter all the myths about race 
superiority or inferiority. It was inevitable also that 
when this happened, those who regarded the individual ' 
‘means to an end; who believed that the individual 
existed to subserve the interests. of the geoup; who 
believed in educating whole communities for purticular 
niches in society. would see in Adams College a

When the men of apartheid got to power it was to 
be expected that they would work with untiring zeal to

rica, ‘The decision to appoint him is a wise one aud 
the Party is to be congratulated on procuring the ser- 
vices of so distinguished a man to bridge the gulf be- 


tween Black and White. 

The Liberal Party is a political orga 
the direct line of succession to forming a goveeni 
At the moment there is no reason to hope that White 
1a will change so radically as tu make the election 
ofa Liberal government a matter of immediate prac- 
tical politics. At the samé time the gulf between 
Black and White is widening so tragically that the 
greatest need of the moment is not the capture of par- 
Viamentary seats but the creation of an atmosphere in 
which it will be possible for Black and White to meet 
as human beings; as fellow South Africans; as people 
with a common interest in the survival of the experi- 
ment of Union, The Liberal Party has, with a com 
mendable sense of realism, applied itself to this task: 
In the final reckoning Black and.White cannot worl: 
out a feasible solytion of the race problem before they 
have created this atmosphere of mutual trust. The 
appointment of Mr. Duncan is a positive indication that 
the Party means business in its determination to create 
this atmosphere. 

‘There ig another aspect to this matter. The 
Liberal Party is not a White organisation—although 
its leadership remains largely White. ‘The reasons for 
this are partly that political organisations on the non- 
White side were of no real value since the latter did 
not have the vote, But somehow a formula had to be 
found whereby the Black and the White people who 
saw the race problem from similar perspectives could 
work together to create the atmosphere referred to 
above, That formula was in the formation ‘of the 
Liberal Party and the enunciation of its principles, 
But since then it has become increasingly important 
that the idea of a common society based on race equal- 
ity should be propounded with greater determination, 
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if this isa determination which’has authority bebind it.

If the criticism levelled against the African is that 
he is still very largely a backward community it is fair 
to infer from this the conclusion that if he had accepted 
Western ways of life/to a greater extent he would not 
be denied citizenship rights. We must get our think- 
ing straight here, ‘The Prime Minister has always 
been at pains to hold out the virtues of White civil 
tion (presumably civilisation as evolved by Man in 
Europe and America) as the pillars without which 
South Africa cannot survive. Without in any way 
suggesting that sole and exclusive virtue exists in the 
West only, we might say too that 2 stable social order 
cannot be set up in our country without the ideals of, 
individual liberty and the freedoms which issue from it 
as its main inspirations, 5 

What might be legitimately asked then is: If the 
African is denied citizenship rights because he- lias not 
accepted Western ways of life to a wider extent is it* 
not wisdom to do everything possible to convince him 
that a more willing acceptance of these values—sup- 
posing it were true that he has been reluctant to accept 
them and which, fortunately, is not the case—would be 
in his own interest? In that event the Prime Minister 
Would have a very strong case if hte complained about 
failure on the part of the African to co-operate in 
accelerating progress towards complete acceptance. 

But the Prime Minister does not want to sce the 
African accept these values; de does not want to see 
the African a democrat; he does not want to sce the 
African an equal citizen with his White countryman. 
In these circumstances it seems a little cynical for the 
head of the government to justify the oppression of the 
African on the grounds that the man of Afficd is not 
‘that which apartheid does not want him tobe. 

On the other hand the Prime Minister was’ at 
pains to point out that separate development for the 
aces holds out the only hope for a fuller national life 
for all, 

Ifthe African, as the majority group, must develop 
slong his own lines it stands to reason that the firse 
thing he must do must be to.prepare for war with the 
Whiteman to restore Southera Africa to the position 
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as it existed before 1838. The lines of his own deve: 
lopment were broken finally in the Bocr War of 1838 
and in the English War of 1879. If the lines along: 
which the African developed at that time were good— 
and all the Great White Elephants of the Nationalist 
Party say they were—Dingane and Cetshwayo must be 
promptly rehabilitated and held out before the African 
child as the heroes whose example the younger genera- 
tion must emulate. 





The Prime Minister would have to go farther. In 
1838 and 1879 the African was master .of his own 
destiny. There was no Whiteman to Iny down the law 
for Development along bis lines inevitably can 
only mean that he must seek to be his own master in 
his own country once more. By a piece of ironic logic 
the Prime Minister means, by implication, that the 
White South African has no business to regard South 
Africa as his home, because if he did that would be in 
direct conilict with the African’s own lines of develop- 
ment. 














But we happen to know that’ the Prime Minister 
has not the slightest thought of advising White South 
Africa to return to continents inhabited largely by 
White peoples. 


Why thea does he speak with two conflicting 
voices? The fact is that deep in his heart, the Prime 
Minister knows that it is wrong for any human being 
to oppress his fellowman, He knows that apartheid is 
kedly in the wrong in all the things it does to 
oppress the man of colour, He knows, further, that 
world opinion is ayainst him and that it is only a ‘ques- 
tion of time before apartheid and all the wickedness it 
stands for are swept off the face of the earth never to 
rise again, The Prime Minister is, in the face of this 
knowledge, a bewildered and frightened man, He 
knows he has led his people alony wrong paths to an 
end which must mean their ultimate destruction. The 
lords of the Nationalist Party know this, But they do 
not have the courage and not even the strength, it 
might be noted, to change the course of events they 
have set in motion, 











In the hope of delaying nemesis for the longest 
time possible the Prime Minister will mouth transparent 
contradictions in the belief that the outside world will 
be fooled for a little longer. Once more the Prime 

ister will tearn—as he has learnt that it is denzer- 
ous to ahtagonise African States—that the world will 
not be fooled forever. Apsrtheid is wicked; oppressive 
and destructive of the very*being of the majority of 
South Africans. The sooner decent men and women 
stand up as one and wipe it off the face of the country, 
the better it will be for all concerned—and for nobody 
better than the Prime Minister !

The Basuto have been saddled with a man on top 
in whom they have either limited or no confidence.

HE Blocmfontein confercnce of African leaders 
T asked organisations in this country to mobilise 

opinion into a,united front for purposes of ap: 
posing apartheid effectively. We underline this appeal 
because we ourselves have pointed out in these columns 
that such a front is the only answer which apartheid 
‘cant respect. ‘ 

In its wisdom the conference refrained from saying 
precisely what form such a frant would take, Ve say 
in its wisdom because it will not be a very easy thing 
to bring such a front into existence. And no single 
Broup has the right to lay down the law for the other 
sides. What will havelto done is that the various in- 
terested in such a front will discuss. a number of ways 
in which such a front can be formed. In the end, such. 
discussion might lead to the type of all-in conference 
of all the races hinted at hy Chief Luthuli in his address 
to the conference, 

Such a conference, it seems to us, might be best 
qualified to decide on the nature of the front. 


















In the meantime, however, it would be fine thing 
if little time were wasted in opening negotiations 
sAmong interested organisations with a view to calling 
the conference at the earliest possible date. For this 
reason we urge all interested organisations to start 
conditioning opinion for such 2 conference, 





Itis of the utmost importance, of course, that if 
and when such a front is created sectarian interests 
should not be pushed to the fore at the expense of any 
others, With this in mind it is as well that people 
should be clear in their minds on the two forms such a 
front might take, 

On the one hand it might take the form of an 
alliance in which the groups composing the front pre- 
served their individual identity and decided to co- 
operate on the specific issue of overthrowing apartheid, 
Such a loose organisation would have its advantages 
as well as its weak spots. ‘he looseness would make 
it easier for divergent viewpoints to co-exist in an 
atmosphere of confidence inspired by the knowledge 
that all parties-realised that success lay in pushing 
sectarian“interests to the background. 














Tt would have two fatal weaknesses. In the event 
of a crisis within the front it would tend to break: up. 
This is a real danger when it is remembered that the 
races have not as yet learnt fully the habit of working 
together, ae 

~The other. danger is that it would be most likely

‘The weakness here is that it would take a 
much longer time to convince the peoples of the Union 
of the need to give to such a bloc their wholehearted 
alliance, People have been nurtured on race con- 
sciousness and they might not readily find it easy to 











find in values and ideals stronger bonds than race or 
blood. 
But it has one overruling advantage, It would be 


the best insurance against splitting up under duress 
from the apartheid side. And, afier the overthrow of 
apartheid would constitute a solid and tested foundation 
for that mixed, egalitarian society for which every true 
democrat works. 








On the other hand wisdom might lie in a short- 
term programme which would prepare ground for new 
developments spread over along period of time. For 
the immediate purpose of opposing apartheid effective- 
ly a loose front could be created which would gradually 
develop into a solid front of the like-minded as time 
went on, 

In the end a situation might arise when ‘purely 
racial political and other organisations might be driven 
out of business. A situation might arise when, for 
example, the existence of the Africin National Con- 
gress would be incompatible with the existence of the 
united front. That goes for the Indian Congress or

Indian Congress used strong language to con- 

demn the Group Arens Act, Strong language 
is the mildest means of expressing opinions on the 
policy of the Nationalist Government. But when the 
fiolicy is designed to force a whole community to 
abandon its sationality and emigrate from its own 
fatherland something more forceful than mere strong 
language i called for. 

‘The conference itself realised that things had yot 
to the pass where it was no longer sufficient to say the 
Group Areas Act was bad; where the Indian comfnnity 
had to do something quickly, effectively to call a halt 
10 the tide of madness which threatens their very exist- 
ence as a community, The delegates decided to joi 
forces with the front suggested by the Bloéinfontein 
conference of African leaders. 

This decision is important and people must not 
confuse it with what it is not. It is one thing to 
awaken to the fact that the danger which threatens the 
Indian to-day is exactly the same menace which has 
been ryining the African since Union. It is quite 
anothet thing to think in terms of alignment with the 
majority group in the hope that the latter will fight 
your battles for you. 

Race consciousness is a vicious poison. It has 
entered the lives of all the people of South Africa. No 
community can say that it has not ‘practised it against 
the others. Consequently the Indian, when he pledges 
himself to fight to the bitte end by the side of the 
other South Africans, must goto great pains to make 

quite clear to the African in particular that he is de- 
Sending values on which the future ‘of all the South 
Africans depends. Sacrifices will have to be made in 
the months that lie ahead ol us; they will be "colossal 
nd often crushing. If the South ~African Indian 
Congress, by its pledge, meant that it is realy to make 
these sacrifices we can say that we wish it all possible 
success, z 

For the race problem concerns everybody. ‘The 
downfall of one group is the ruin of the others. Recent 
history shows clearly that that same fatal process which 
¥educed the African to serfdom in the land of his birth 
has brought the Indian more or less to a similar posi 
tion. ‘The English-speaking South African is on the 
slide downwards. In fact all who oppose the diktats 
of the apartheider are going to be reduced to the level 
of serfs. It will not be untit they realise this fact and 
rise together and take a firm and resélute stand in self 
defence against apartheid that the current race madness 
will be stopped, 


NX its conference held recently the South African 
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‘This ight against the’ apartheid” madness is not 
the sort of thing which any single community can_un- 
dertake by itself, The African, in spite of his, numbers, 
hhas realised that fighting alone'victory will be a long 
1e coming his way. In the meantime apartheid will 
be destroying innocent souls and causing many in- 
nocent men and women to suffer untold and unneces- 
sary pain of body and mind. For, apartheid is basic- 
ally a philosophy of persecution. In this light opposi- 
tion to it is humanitarian work as well. So that to 
fight apartheid becomes more than political obliga- 
it becomes a moral duty. ‘There are no two ways 
about it, 

For this reason the Africans have decided to call 
for a united national front against apartheid. But in 
doing that they have asked all South Africans to march 
along a new fevolutionary road to a new society based 
fon race equality. ‘That will call for a recasting of atti 
tudes on all sides, If the decision of the South Afri 
Indian Congress means that the Indian community is 
ready to march by the side of the other South Africans 
to the bitter end, there is no reason to feel that the Inv 
dian is doomed by the paucity of his numbers. If that 
is the case, the logical thing will be to take suitable 
action to match action to words, 

For our part we think the South African Indian 
spoke for a slowly .growing number of Indians who 
realise that the African holds the key into South Afri- 
ca’s ace problem, \Ve wish very much-we could say 
that the Congress speaks for the majérity of the Indian 
people. And in mentioning this fact we: wish to em- 
phasise the need for a recasting of attitudes within the 
SAIC itself for purposes of freeing-it from the political 
sectarianism which hampers it in its work. This would 
broaden its scope and bring it to the humblest Indian 
and in that way enable it to speak with demonsirable 
authority and be able to count solidly on the support 
of the community in its participation in the proposed 
front. :

In the next breath he bracketed the communists 
with those who advocate race equality and created the 
impression in the minds of his audience that race equal- 
ity is as deadly an evil as cémmunism. 

We should like to warn the Minister that this is
